This morning (October If!) tho popo re- 


ceived tho Spanish pilgrims iu St. Peter's, 
when it wns found that their number wns 
too groat to permit of tbeir being received, 
according fo custom, within tho Vatican. 
It 


was decided that his holinCKs .should give 
them audience iu the closed council cham- 
ber of tho Vatican council, which hns a 
private communication with tho pnlnce: but 
ns tho still incrensing number rendered this 
nlso an impossibility, it wns determined to 
closo tho Basilica for tho day nud devote it 
entirely to tho purpose. 


No person wns admitted without special 


permission, nnd tho strictest surveillance 
was maintained thnt no ono should ontor 
except those to whom tho permissions hnd 
been'granted. Tho pilgrims begnu to ns- 
epmblo by seven o'clock in tho morniug,nnd 
by olovec there wero nt least ton thousand 
people iu tho church. At n little nftor mid- 
day tho popo entered on foot, surrounded 
by tho personages of his court, nineteen 
cardinals, tho npblo guard (undress uni- 
form,) nnd tho Swiss guards attending. 


A tremendous 
shout was raised 
Iho 


moment tho pope was seen, and was con- 
tinued until ho took his seat tho on a throno 
erected at tho end of tlio left transept. 
It 


wns with difficulty that silence could bo en- 
forced. 
Tho nddrcss was read, in tbc 


namo of tbo 
pilgrims, by , Archbishop 


Egreufidft. 
In reply, His Holiness delivered 


n cliscourso which lasted fifteen minutes. 
After extending tho apostolioj benediction 
over nil present, tho 
popo wna carried 


through tho church in tho falia gestataria^ 
borne on tho shoulders of eight servants, in 
full crimson damask liveries, and loft tho 
Basilica by tho Chapel of tho Sacrament. 
Tho popo woro his ordinary white Bottann 
and capo, and looked exceedingly well.
